A communication in writing’ from his excellency the gover- 
nor, by Mr. Byrns, his private secretary, and is as follows: 


Fellow Citizens of the Senate, and of the 
House of Representatives, ‘ 

The events of the past year, connected with the interests and 
prosperity of our constituents, afford thé most pleasing and gra- 
tifying retrospect. Agriculture has yielded an abundant sup- 
ply ofall the hecaptry comforts of lite, besides a vast surplus 
of the staple commbdity, which we annually export to foreign 

arkets, and which constitutes the basis of our increasing wealth, 
and furnishes to those who cultivate the soil the means of ra- 
tional enjoyment and solid independence. Every other branch 
f industry has been also liberally encouraged and rewarded. 
ur fellow citizens generally throughout the state have enjoyed 
n uncommon share of health, and more especially the inhabit- 
nts of the city of Natchez, over whom for several preceding 
ears the ravages of the yellow fever spread the deepest gloom 
nd melancholy.—To the vigilant exertions and perseverance 
f the Board of Health of the City, in the performance of the 
uties enjoined on that body by law, we are much indebted for 
ts preservation from this contagious disease, during the last sum- 
er and autumn: the result of their efforts strengthens the opi- 
ion, that with proper care and precaution, and a rigid enforce- 
entof our Quarantine Regulations, a return of this malady 
ay be avoided, and this great depot of the products and com- 
erce of the State, rescued from the desolation which has here- 
ofore swept from among us go many valuable citizens, de- 
ressed our commercial operatfóns, and retarded the progress 
f population.—But above all, our devout acknowledgments 
re due to the Supreme Ruler of the Universe, for the numerous 
lessings,which in the dispensations of his Divine Providence, we 
re permitted to enjoy. The finger of Want points not to the 
oor of the humblest cottage in our country. The miserable 
endicant who implores a scanty subsistence from the hand of 
harity, to lengthen out the thread of his existence, is seldom 
een among us, and if at all, he is the itinerant stranger who 
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seeks the aid of our munificence and hospitality. The govern- 
ments both state and national, under which we-Kive, are the of- 
spring of common consent, administered for the general wel- 
fare, and derive their strength and durability from the affection 
and confidence of the people at large. Our civil, political and 
religious liberties are secured by constitutional guarantees 
against the encroachments of arbitrary power or despotic usur- 
pation; freedom of opinion, of speech and of action, not inconsist- 
ent with the public peace and safety, or the priva:e rights of 
individuals, are the inherent prerogatives of an American citizen; 
and no domestic demagogue prambitious tyrant can ever invade, 
with impunity, a treeman’s privileges, where all are alike inter- 
ested in defending them. A people thus favored of Heaven, 
cannot too highly appreciate the felicity of their condition, 
when compared with the opprest and indigent millions of the 
human family in other countries,who groan under the pressure of 
severe necessity, and bend beneath the galling yoke of tyranny 
clothed in the factitious robe of legitimate sovereignty. 

^ Inthe discuarge of the duties for which yoy have assembled, 

“Fellow citizens, your attention will be primarily drawn to the 
imperfect state of our statutes. Nothing short of a careful and 
general revision, and consolidation of all laws ofa public nature 
in the state, can reach the evil of progressive and accumulating 
legislation. A few years only have elapsed since we assumed 
the rank of state sovereignty, and the experience of that period: 
has snown, -that every attempt to multiply laws on the same 
subject, with a view to remedy defects manifested in their prac- 
tical operation, is productive of increased embarrassment to 
those who are entrusted with their execution. The technical 
distinctions, and abstruse doctrines often introduced in the con- 
struction of old and new statutes, are calculated to perplex the 
ablest judge, in rendering a decision corresponding with the in- 
tention of the legislature; aud the mischief is augmented in a 
much higher degree when these difficulties are presented to su- 
bordinate, judicial officers appointed to keep the peace and ad- 
minister justice within the limits of the respective counties of 
the state. It becomes us at this early period of our government 
to move with the utmost care Wi circumspection, in laying the. 
foundation of a wise and conv@ient system of jurisprudence, 
which willendure beyond our own time, and be regarded as a 
legacy to posterity. To effect an object so desirable, our 
written laws should be clear, distinct, and explicit, leaving as 
little as possible to doubtful or uncertain interpretation; the 
code which contains them ought to exhibit, in one body, all 
that has been enacted in the various statutes, regulating and de- 
fining «he rights," duties and obligations of society. A multi- 
tude of complicated laws, passed by successive legislatures, 
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and thrown-asmder. in small volumes, are seldom understood, 
obeyed, or enfdpeed. To these weighty considerations, may be 
added the incongruity which exists, in many respects, between 
the territorial form of government and the constitution which we 
have adopted. The officers, both executive and judicial, ap- 
pointed under the authority of the United. States, were vested 
with extraordinary powers, incompatible with the limitations 
and restrictions of a free constitution. The recognition of these 
powers in the laws of the late Mississippi Territory, by which 
we are at present governed, renders a very close examination 
necessary, to distinguish how far any part or them may at this 
time be properly exercised by the officers of the state. To 
identify, and remove such excrescences, by means of numerous 
supplemental acts, would be a work both of great labor and ex- 
pense. From every view of the subject, therefore, I deeg it 
my duty again to urge the necessity of a general revisal and con- * 
solidation of all the statutes of a public nature, which may be in 
force in this state, at the close of the present session of the Ge- 
feral Assembly The details incident to the measure, should it 
meet your approbation, are left to the wisdom of your honor- 
able Bodies, T . 

Fhe attorney general having been required, by a Resolution 
of the last session, to revise the several laws regulating judicial 
proceedings, it will be unnecessary for me to advert to the de 
fects of that system, as I have no doubt the report of that officer 
will be drawn with ability, and his professional experience will 
enable him to give to our courts of judicature, a more perfect ors. 
ganization. L,eannot, however, omit to repeet the recommenda- 
tion submitted to your predecessors, that the common law and 
chancery courts of the state, should be separate and distinct. For 
some of the reasons and facts whick show the propriety of such 
a change in our judiciary, I refer to my message of the 20th of 
January last, and the document transmitted at the same time. 
The suggestions made in these papers have been since strength- 
ened by the known inability of the judges to perform the duty 
imposed on them, as chancellors after having disposed of the 
causes on the common law dockets, which alone are more than 
sufficient to occupy the labors of the courts during the limited 
terms prescribed by law ig,the several counties. This complex 
jurisdiction amounts almost to a denial of justice in cases cogniz- 
able only in a court of equity; and what is equally to be depre- 
cated, it destroys that uniformity and consistency which ought 
to characterize the decisions of all courts of justice, and upon 
which, so materially depend, the rights of property and the 
safety of the citizen. The most learned and skilful judge can- 
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not suddenly depart from all the settled rules and maxims of the / 


common law which he is accustomed to consider and observe, 
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and so far change his character as to be governed solely by the 
more liberal and enlarged principles of equity; the boldest, 
juristconsult who ever graced the annals of any country, would 
feel inadequate to a task so difficult and perplexing. 

The remedies pursued, and the relief granted iu. courts of 
equity, are altogether independent of, and inconsistent with the 
forms and proceedings o: courts of law. Whether, therefore, 
we regard the speedy administration of, justice. or the correct 
adjudication of cases on fixed and weli established principles, 
by tribunals properly constitnted, it i- alike incumbent on us 
to create a court to be vested solely with chancery powers and 
jurisdiction. For the accommodation of parties litigant, I sub- 
mit the propriety of designating two convenient places, at which 
- the chancellor shall be directed to bold a court twice in each 
year. 
the fruitful and extensive range of subjects which may ar- 
rest vour attention and claim your serious consideration, there 
is none so impressive and interesting as the education of our 
youth; it is the main pillar in the temple of liberty, without 
which the superstructure cannot be supported. An enlightened 
peopie reared under the auspices of free institutions can never 
be enslaved bv stratagem or fraud; and a nation so powerful in 
physical and moral resources as ours, need not dread the me- 
naces of force; but it is equally true that ignorance i» the foot - 
stool of tyranny, and the unvariable precursor of the downtall of 
republics. Convinced as we must be of these truths, and esti- 
mating as we ought the enviable position which we occupy in 
the civiiized world. let us arouse from the lethargy which has 
so long enervated our councils, and approach with determination 
and energy the pleasing task of affording the means of instruc- 
fion te the rising generaiion. To give you a just view of the 
condition ef schools throughout the state, 1 communicate the 
information received on that subject in answer to a letter which 
I addressed to an intelligent citizen cf each county, requesting 
it. The picture which these statements exhibit is well calcu- 
lated to mortifv our pride, and 2waken our slumbering sensibi- 
lity, on a topic so intimately connected with the character and 
future welfare of the state. Yet it becomes us to look at it 
with candor, that we may be induced the more readily to 
provide an appropriate remedy. — T'Éere is scarcely a seminary | 
of iearning among us worthy of the name; perhaps not one. The 
rudiments of the English language are taught in a few private 
schools dispersed over a wide extent of country, and even these, 
meet with poor encouragefnent, and are often conducted by in- 
competent teachers. Jefferson college, which has been so rich- 
iv endowed by the general government, and on which our libe-

rality has been so freely bestowed, is comparatively an empty 
' deme with peneioned preceptors. ` 

From the length of time which has elapsed since this institu 
tion was established by law, and the vast sums expended to put 
it into operation, we might reasonably have indulged the ex- 
pectation, that it would have ripened into maturity and spread its 
salutary influence over the community. Whether our disappoint- 
ment, in this respect, ought to be ascribed to defective legislation 
or to other causes, is submitted to your deliberate investigation 
The importance of a well regulated College within the State, is 
seen and felt by all, and particularly those who, under existing 
circumstances, are compelled to educate their sons in other sec- 
tions of the Union, at a remote distance from their parents and 
connexions. I recommend, generally, to the Legislature, such 
measures as in their wisdom they may deem conducive to the 
advancement of Literature. and Science; and respectfully sug- 
gest, for their consideration; the utility in the aceomplishment of 
that great end, of a Literary Fund, to be raised by a moderate 
County tax annually. 1 recommend also, that three commis- 
sioners of schools, be appointed in each County, by the Gover- 
nor, for the time being, to continue in office for one year from the 
date of their commissions; who shall apply so much of the fund 
assessed on their respective Counties, as may be necessary to 
the education of poor orphan children; and to loan out the resi- 
due at a suitable interest, from time to time, for the purpose 
of raising a permanent capital for the use of schools, to be ap- 
plied at the discretion of the General Assembly. It is confident- 
ly believed that the tax to be levied forthis humane and benevo- 
lent object, would be paid without a murmur, by those on whom 
it would principally fall. There is, I am persuaded, a noble 
feeling in the country, which would delight to bestow the in- 
considerable contribution required te foster and cherish institu- 
tions so essential to to the diflusion of kuowledge through all 
classes of society, which is the only solid basis of unsophistica- 
ted Religion, and of fhoral and politica] virtue. The mo-t en- 
lightened and polished States in the Union, have engrafted on 
their statute books provisions for the promotion of learning and 
the education of the poor: let us then, in the infancy of our 
government, follow thei. illustrious example; and although its 
good effects may not be visible in the commencement of the sys- 
tem, the lapse of a few years will give it efficiency, and satisfy 
our most sanguine anticipations. 

In compliance with a resolution of February 5, 1819, *'re- 
questing the Adjutant General *o prepare a system for the bet- 
ter organization of the Militia of this State," that officer made 
a report, at the last session of the General Assembly, which was 
not finally acted on, and to which, I now invite vour attention 
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the former Territorial Legislature, and^ those enacted, since the 
adoption of our State Constitution, are manifest, to ali, who are 
conterned in the arduous duty of enforcing, order, discipline 
and subordination in the Militia. Independent of the objection- 
able provisions to be found ip these laws, their number and dis 
persed situation among the statutes of several succeeding years, 
render the construction of them uncertain and difficult, even to 
_ those who are bound to give them the most thorough and strict 
, examination. It will be unnecessary: for me to descant on the 
"principle already so well settled, and se universally admitted, 
of the great reliance whicb, in a Republican Government ought 
to be placed in this description of force. ql consider it the 
sheet anchor of our national safety, against "the turbulent emo- 
tions of internal factions, and the daring inroads of foreign’ inva- 
' son. The history of the Revolution and of the late war wth 
Great Britain, points to the brilliant achievements of the militia. 
of the United States, and sustains the opinion that the American 
_ people will, at the call of their country, rally around the stań- 
: dard of liberty, and defend it with their best blood, from every 
assault which may threaten to grasp an inberitance so precious 
to them, and so dearly purcha-ed by their ancestors. Let us 
then, in a time of profound peace, by a well digested system, 
endeavor to organize and discipline our Militia, and cherish 
among them a spirit of emulation, which will qualify them to 
take the field in every future emergency, prepared to vindicate 
the rights, the honor and independence of the nation. l 
By an act passed February 12, 1820, it was made the duty of 
the Governor ‘‘to cause to be procured and distributed in this 
Stute, two hundred copies of the most approved discipline" for 
the use of the Militia Officers of the State. ‘Fhat adopted by. 
Congress to be practised throughout the Union, was selected for 
the purpose contemplated; but on enquiry.it was ascertained 
that the work could not be procuréd. Should a new edition of 
it be printed in any of the Atlantic Cities, I shall lose no time 
in carrying into effect the intention of the Legislature. 
The condition of our Revenue, and the expenditures of the 
year, will be disclosed to ycu, by the annual Report of the 
+ Auditor of public accounts. The money in the Treasury on 
» the first day of January last amounted to 18,391 dollars and 
b 97 1-2 cents; and the unsettled accounts of tax collectors, an- 
ferior to that"time, left a balance appearing against them of 
$40,727 34, of which $26,455 77 1-2, have since been received. 
From these sums the ordinary expenses of the Government 
have been defrayed, exclusive of the loan of 7000 dollars, to 
Jefferson College, and the sum of five thousand dollars, paid to 
the Bank, in Natchez, in part of twenty thousand dollars, bor- 
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rowed by my predecessor, under the authority of an act of the ‘ 
Legislature. - Tbe payment of this amount, and the dividend 
əy five thousand dollars of Rank stock, owned by the State, 
leaves the sum of ien thousded dollars; on which an interest of 
six per cent. per annum will.accrue to the Bank.—1 respect- 
fully submit to you the propriety of redeeming the whole of this 
debt without furher delay, unless an arrangement can be made 
to suspend the acoumulation of interest on it, while the deposits 
from the Treasury amount: to. a sum equal to that due from the 
State to the Bank. Thesa deposits-constitute a fund on which 
the Directors"may grant discounts, as freely as if they were the 
bona fide property of the Sfeckholders, They, therefore, oper 
ate for the time being, as a payment to all intents and purposes, 
and ewgkt in justice, to be so considered. until they are with- 
drawn. Should the loan be extinguished, an equitable con- 
tract may.be offered to the directors on the subject of future de- 
posits of» Wie public money, wliich, if not accepted, the act al- 


lowing that benefit to the Bank ought to be repeated. ‘The Re- ' 


venue.of the preceding year may bq estimated ftom the returns 
of the assessors and collectors at $41,678 dollars and 36 . 
cents,@of which $ 15,284 29 1-2 cents has been already paid; 
and therr is now in the Treasury $15,719 T cents, besides 
the payn.cnts which may be expected from the defaulting 
collectors, in the course of a few weeks. The authority 
given by an act of the last Session to borrow ten thou- 
sand dollars, forthe use of the State, has not been exercised.— 
I transmit to you an account of the contingent expenses of the 
Executive Department, from the ist January 1820 up to the 
present time, amounting to $ 986 57 1-2, leaving a surplus of the 
appropriation for that object of $513 42; which is transferred to 
the genera] acount of the Treasury. f Connected with the mecat7\ 
concerns of the State, the act **supplemental to an act to esta- 
blish a Bank in the Mississippi Territory,” approved February 
4, 1818, deserves your particular consideration. "The defects 
in this new charter, both in respect to its expediency and con- 
stítutionality, are so obvious, that had it been presented to me, 
as the Executive, for my approbation, I should have returned it 
-to the House in which it originated, with my objections. Ea- 
clusive privileges are by this act secured to a corporate: body, 
without an equivalent to the State, until the year 1840. The f 
power to regulate the circulating medium, and emit bills of 
credit; to grant facilities to agriculture, commerce and manu- 
factures, or withhold them at picasure; to throw afloat in the 
State a large amount of paper currency, and thereby increase 
for the moment the value of property, by increasing the means 
to purchase it; and by a sudden transition to withdraw from 
circulation a large proportion of this floating capital, and by 
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operating on the necessities of the commenity, io bring the 
same property agam into market, io answer engagements enter 
2d into under tue pieasing deiussiop of moce prosperous times, 
below its standard value; the resoit of which is unavoidable 
ruin, to those whose credulity led them into the snare; these ave 
the high prerogatives heid by a few monied capitakels ie 
this State, under the guarantee of Legislative sanction. without 
the reservation oia right to institute any effectual inquiry inte 
the purity and impartiality with which they have been emer- 
sised. The thirteenth section of the Act abrogates.an ja- 
herent right in every Legislature, to investigate dor themselves 
the whole proceedimgs of corperations, instituted by their au- 
tnority. Such examinations are familiar, and often resorted to, 
both in Europe and America; of which the Congres wf tie 
United States nave furnished a memorable example. Comsider- 
ing the general statements referred to in that section, of so other 
use than the gratification of 20 idle curiosity, I bave eof called 
for them: and more especially az the Legisisture possess a like 
power, if they think yroper,o exercise it. The sixteenth sec- 
tion ol the act is am assumption of power, not warranted by the 
constitution. No one General Assembly can bargam wany the 
rights of its sucoessors. over a legitimate sucject of Legislation; 
much less can they make a donation of privileges which shall 
bind posterity. however deleterious they may be in their conse- 
quences. 1 bave made these remarks in reference soi:ly to 
what I conceived to be an erroneous and imperfect charter, 
without intending to mepart any censure on those by whom it 
has beer administered. I know of no distinct fact which would 
justify such an imputation. But. 1 owe it to a sensewf daty, to 
recommend to you, that the stockholders of the Bask of thc 
State or Mississippi, be required to pay into the Treasury, a 
onus ior the use of the State. to be estimated by the amount of 
stock, authorized by the supplement act of incorporation. Jus- 
tice demand: tiat this should be done; the letter and spirit of 
the constitution require it; and the usages of every State in the 
Union, as well as of the National Government, enforce the pro- 
priety oi the measure. H is an omission in the law, granting 
the charter, which ought to be supplied. Should this requisition 
be made and acceded lo. ibe right of taxing the stock of this 
Bank may be relinquished, as the dividend from the bonus, will 
9€ an adequate isdemmácation, and go far to lessen the public 
burdens of tue State. But if a proposition «o just and equitable 
»9 rejected by the stockholders, I recommend to you such a ratio 
wi luxation on them, as wiil amount tc the probable dividend on 
ine sum demanded. Having on a former occasion expressed 
"ay opinions of iue itaportant advantages, which would result 
inom tae opening of cur navigable Rivers emptying into the 
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Gulph of Mexico, for be iráaspórtatior of our bulky articles of 
agriculture snd lumber, and giso teé great necessity of provid- 
ing more effcctually for the improvement of our public high- 
ways, ferriés apd bridges, Í deeem it unnecessary to do more, at 
this time, than 1 revive these subjects in your recollection; and 
to commit them to your fosterimg care and protection. The 
commissioners appointed, under the authority of the United 
States to run fhe boundary line between this State and Alabama, 
have, I am informed, finished that work; and it appears that a 
con-iderable popalation op the waters of the V'ombisby, for- 
merly attached to Alebama, fall within the limits of this State. 
They are at present unrepresented in oat Legislature, and beve 
no officers, civjl or military, appointed among thein, Their 
remote situation frem the settled parts of the State, renders it 
necessary that, after forming of them a mew County, a special 
Judge of of the Superior Court, should be appointed, to reside in 
the County, and possess the jurisdiction copterred onthe Supe- 
rior Courts af the several Counties; with the right of appeal on 
points of law, to the Supreme Court of the State. The duties of, 
this Judge would be inconsiderable, and it is, therefore, pre- 
sumed that a small salary might induce a fit person to accept 
the office. The accounts between this State and Alabama yet 
remain unadjusted. E lay before you copies of the correspon- 
dence which has passed since your last adjournment, between 
Governor Bibb and myself, which will shew the points insisted 
en by each. : 

The treaty lately concluded between the commissioners of 
the United States and the Choctaw tribe of Indians, requires the 
assent of the national authorities, to give it effect, and until we 
are officially notified of its ratification, any measure concern- 
ing the territory ceded by that instrument, would be premawure 
and improper; we look with anxious solicitude for the result; and 
Should informatioa be received in the course of the present. 
session, favorable to our wishes in this respect, it will form 
the subject of a special communication. 

Fellow Citizens.— As a member of the great confederacy of 
which the government of the United States is constituted, we 
owe it to ourselves to pass in review the prominent acts of its 
administration, and to express with freedom and impartiality, 
our opinions in relation to them. In the performance of this 
duty on the present occasion, it is a source ef much consolation 
to remark, that at no period since the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution, have we maintained more universally, with foreign 
powers, the relations of peace and amity. A speck of war is 
not visible in the horizon. ‘There are indeed unsettled pointe 
in reference to territorial boundary, and commercial regula- 
dons, between some of the bi E of Europe and that of 
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the United States, but these are in a.progmes oí. sdyestment, 
and do not portend a sodden reptüre. "Phe weseerces of our 
country, have been found sufficient for all the purposes of the 
Government, without a resort to the system of ipternal taxation, 
Our means of national defence have been grepily augmented, 
and seasonable preparations made for the security ef our exten- 
sive sea coast in all future wars. The people in every quarter 
of the union, although not exempt from the pressure of pecuniary 
embarrassments, are blest with the smilesof Plenty. and by a 
proper regard to economy, the avenues to cententment and hap- 
piness, are open àlike to all. "Under sucp auspicious circum- 
stances, we look with conüdence to the strength, durability, and 
rising greatness of this Republic. It is however with painful 
regret,that we have witnessed the agitation af subjects in the 
national Legislature, calealated to arouse sectional feelings, and 
sub: titute for sober reason, the ebullitions of passion and preju- 
dice. 

The extraordinary struggle for political power, in resisting 
the introduction of a new state into the Union, without a sur- 
render of the highest attribute of sovereignty, can be viewed in 
no other light than a bald attempt by a dominant party to pros- 
trate the barriers by which the rights of the states are guarded 
and protected from the arbitrary encroachmen's of the general 
government The advocates of this novel and dangerous inter- 
polation on the constitution want but the aid of precedent to 
proceed on their march to more alarming extremities. But we 
must rest on the moderation and intelligence of the people 
throughout the Union, to check the inerdinate zeal of political 
demagogues, and save their country from severance, and their 
dearly bought privileges from immolation. The cloud of poli- 
tical heresv will vanish before the sunshine of patriotism, amd the 
mutual toleration of opinions and habits will brighten the chain 
which binds us together. 

From the tenor of the message of the President of the United 
States, and the annual report of the secretary of the treasury, 
we are encouraged to hope that the most liberal indulgence will 
be extended to the purchasers of the public lands who have been 
unable to make their pavmenis in due time. 

With a sincere wish, tellow citizens. that your deliberations 
may be characterized by a spiri! of harmony and mutual con- 
cession, on all subjects involving local interests and feelings, and 
that the public business may be despatched as early as its import- 
ance will admit, Í tender vou the assurange of my co-operation 
in every measure calculated to advance the welfare of the state.
